RliMARKS 

Claims 1-t 7 arc pending in Ihc present application. Claim I has been canceled; 
Claims 2, 5, and S l\ave been amended leaving Claims 2-17 for consideration upon enlry of 
the prcscnl amendment. No new matter has been introduced by tho amendments. 
Reconsideration and allowance of the rejected claims is respectfully requested in view of the 
preceding amendment and tho following remarks. 

Claims amendmeiUs 

Claim 2 has been rewritten in independent fomi. Claim 5 has been rewritten to 
conlain the compound of formula 5 instead of formula 4. Claim 8 has been amended to 
depend from Claim 2, which is allowable. 

Obf octod t o c laims 

Claims 2-4 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent fonn including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 2 and Claim 8, from which Claim 9 depends, 
have been rewritten accordingly. The Applicant respectfully requests the allowance of the 
claims as provided in rewritten fonn. 

Claim Rejections U n der 35 U.S.C. 102 ( b ) 

Claim 1 stands rejected imder 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly anticipated by 
Workcntin Journal of Physical Chemistry A, VoL 102, No. 32, pages 6503-6512, 1998 
(Workcnlin). 

Claim 1 has been canceled rendering the rejection moot. 

Claims 1 , 8, 1 0, 1 2, and 14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
aniicipatod by Antonkina el al Elcktrokhimiya, Vol. 27, No. 3, pages 380-387» 1991 
(Anionkina). 
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To anlicipatc a claim, a reference aiust disclose each and every elcmcnl oriho claim. 
Lewwar Marine v. Varient luc, 3 U.S.P.Q.2d 1706 (Fed. Cir. 1987). 

Claim 8 has been amende<l lo depend Trom allowable Claim 2 and Claims 10, 12, and 
14 iillimatoly depend from Claim 2. llic Applicant requests that Claims 8, 10, 12, and 14 be 
allowed as they all ullimalcly depend from allowable Claim 2. Accordingly, the Applicant 
respect riiUy requests reconsideralion and removal of the 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rcjections. 



Claims 1, 8 and 10-1 7 stand rcjecled under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as allegedly 
impalcnlablc over Antonkina in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,678,608 to Dugliss. . 

Claims 5-7 stand rejected imder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as allcecdly unpatentable over 
Workcntin or Antonkina in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,232,635 to Van Moer. 

For an obviousness rejection to be proper, the Examiner must meet the burden of 
establishing that all elements of the invention are disclosed in the prior art. In re Fine, 5 
U.S,P.Q.2d 1596, 1598 (Fed. Cir. 1988); In Re Wilson, 165 U.S,P,Q. 494, 496 (C.C.P.A. 
191Q)\ Amgen v. Chugnl Phannaceuticals Co,, 927 U.S.P.Q.2d. 1016, 1023 (Fed. Cir. 1996). 

Tn view oFlhe current amcudmcnts, Claims 8 and 10-17 curretitly depend from 
allowable Claim 2. Accordingly, the Applicant requests reconsideration and removal of the § 
103(tt) rejections of Claims 8 and 10-17. 

Claim 5 has been amended to contain the compound of formula 5, None of the 
references leach or suggest a prqiaratlon metliod of an antliracene compound according to 
formula 5. As none of the references teach all the elements of Claim 5 and dependent Claims 
6-7, the ApplicaiU rcspcctfally requests reconsideration and removal of the § 1 03(a) 
rcjcclions. 
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It is believed that the foregoing amcndmcnls and remarks flilly comply with Ihc 
Oilicc Action and that the claims herein should now be allowable to Applicants. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance is requested.
